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Maryland's Great Fair 


Years ago a one-day picnic held in a four-acre 
grove at Lutherville gave the country folk an 
opportunity to exhibit their cattle and farm prod¬ 
ucts while having a general get-together. Now 
in its sixty-third year the so-called picnic pre¬ 
sents quite a different picture. It is conducted by 
the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural So¬ 
ciety and spreads over ninety acres at Timonium. 
The exhibit of livestock is now one of the largest 
east of Chicago and the many other exhibitions 
cover every phase of farming life. While this 
attracts a steady flow of people to the fair 
grounds, racing fans gather at the track for the 
ten day meeting. 

Each year the half-mile tracks have found 
more and more supporters and this season they 
can boast of the best crowds in their history. 
Timonium, being the fifth and last of the minor 
meets in Maryland, was indeed a grand finale. 
On September 1st, Labor Day, a record breaking 
crowd jammed the grandstand and overflowed 
into the infield, it was like Preakness Day at 
Pimlico but on a smaller scale. There was no 
Whirlaway to cheer for, of course, but the fans 
proved to be in excellent voice, just the same, 
when Royal Business, the queen of the half- 
milers, dashed down the stretch to win the Labor 
Day Stakes. The sweltering sun beat down the 
entire afternoon; however, it would have taken 
more than mere heat to discourage this crowds 
enthusiasm. Many of those mopping their brows 
and tasting the dust from the powder-like track 
had only a few weeks before been sitting at 
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breezy Saratoga sipping pink lemonade. Timoni- 
um’s appeal brings together many types of rac¬ 
ing fans for where else can one eat corn on the 
cob while standing in line to place a bet? (I 
doubt if there was elbow room on Labor Day.) 

The races were well filled and as a whole the 
class of horses seemed to keep right in step with 
the other improvements. The stables of R. H. 
Heighe, Victor Noyes, Bernard Bond, and John 
Forbes made a good showing while John Bosley, 
and Harry Straus put forth double winners with 
Peppery and Scout About, which are owned re¬ 
spectively. Along with these there are some who 
have long held prestige where hunting and show¬ 
ing are concerned but have just recently found 
their names inscribed on race programs. 

The steeplechase course gave the crowds many 
thrills as w,ell as spills for while the jumps are 
better than last year’s they are more difficult. 
John Bosley Jr.’s Flying Falcon, who ran consis¬ 
tently well, L. A. Daly’s Rouge Catalan, Clem 
Spring’s Le Passadou, Hugh O’Donovan’s Tam 
O’Shanter, and John Forbes’ entries shared most 
of the laurels from the brush races. 

The ten days of racing drew to their close on 
Thursday, September 11th, as did all of the ac¬ 
tivity at Timonium. Maryland should be thank¬ 
ful for such responsible men as the president, 
Laban Sparks, vice-president Robert Walden, and 
Treasurer Henry Parr III, who work behind the 
scenes. They have maintained high standards 
and it is to them that the glory should go. As 
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Norman Norton, in charge of the Winnaford 
Farm horses, proudly holds the Champion 
Thoroughbred of the Timonium Breeders’ 
Show, Chester F. Hockley’s Miss Cyllene.

for the secretary, Matt Daiger, well, need it be 
mentioned what a vital part he has played? For 
it was Uncle Matt who saved Timonium’s life 
in 1915, when it was then at the lowest ebb. 

The Breeders’ Show 

On September 9th and 10th, our Field Secre¬ 
tary and his helpers were kept very busy look¬ 
ing after the Breeders’ Show, which is run 
by the Breeders’ Association of Maryland. The 
show is only in its second year but it can 
be safely said that it is one of the most success¬ 
ful exhibitions that the Timonium Fair has to 
offer. The large classes presented excellent com¬ 
petition with horses from Virginia, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and New York coming up against those 
from our own state. This year the prize money 
totaled $1,600, a hundred dollars of which went 
to each class to be divided among the first five 
horses. A good sized gallery attended both days 
and listened with interest to the judge’s com¬ 
ments, given after each class over the micro¬ 
phone. This idea met with great approval, for 
then there was no doubt in anyone’s mind as 
to why and how the selections were made. Often 
there are defects which are not visible from the 
side-lines and these are pointed out along with 
the good qualities. 

The Halfbreds and Suitable to become Ffunter 
classes took place on the first day. Augustus Riggs 
III, who has a keen eye for hunters, did a fine 
job of judging them as well as giving sound 
reasons for his preferences. 
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In the class for non-Thoroughbred Brood¬ 
mares, suitable to produce hunters, Peach Broth¬ 
ers, whose breeding farm is in Upperville, Vir¬ 
ginia, stood at the top. They took first with Miss 
Pat II and second with Ann Duval, two mares 
sired by Tom Tiger and out of halfbred dams. 
These mares made their win even more convinc¬ 
ing when their produce stepped into the ring to 
receive many of the awards. Mahlon Haines’ 
Louise was third over Jack Sadler Jr.’s Toots. It 
seems strange to line Toots up with the brood¬ 
mares but her brilliant horse show career has 
now been put aside and she is in foal to Morgil. 

The halfbred foals was won by a large, free- 
walking filly by Grey Coat out of Ann Duval, 
another product of the Peach Brothers’ farm. 
Second was Mahlon Haines’ Captain Fritz, a 
chestnut colt by Bay Beauty—Louise and third 
went to Louis Merryman Jr. with his Mayne— 
Meg colt. Everyone remembers the latter’s dam 
as the champion of 14.2 ponies, however, it does 
not look as though the colt will be small for 
already he shows the bone of a large horse. Fourth 
place was taken by W. R. German’s Paddock 
Queen, a filly by a Cleveland stallion out of a 
Thoroughbred. 

The results attainable by this cross breeding 
were again vouched for by Henry Salsbury’s 
Golden Bomber, who won the Halfbred Yearling 
class. This colt was by Action out of Farnley’s 
Aerogirl, an anglo-Cleveland mare. Peach Broth¬ 
ers’ Brown Coat and Bay Coat, two yearlings 
sired by Grey Coat, were second and fourth.

In the Thoroughbred two-year-olds, A. C. 
Paul’s Victory Hill topped the other handsome 
youngsters. This brown filly by Hilltown could 
not be turned down when she displayed straight, 
rhythmical action and excellent conformation, to 
boot. Janon Fisher, Jr.’s Booty, a large roan by 
Grey Coat, was second with Mrs. Dean Bedford’s 
April Time following closely behind. 

The class for Halfbred two-year-olds, found 
Peach Brothers again out in front, this time with 
two colts by Flying Puritan, which placed first 
and second. C. E. Tuttle took the third premium 
with a son of Wave On, named Tough Luck. 

Jack Sadler Jr.’s Spain, an excellent type for 
a hunter, won the blue over a large class of three- 
and four-year-old Thoroughbreds. Mrs. Dean 
Bedford’s Fox Hill was in second place with 
Mrs. Van Lear Black’s Mir Khan taking third 
money. Swagerman, who is owned by Sarah Bos¬ 
ley and stood fourth against the rest, has already 
shown his quiet, sensible way of jumping at a 
number of Maryland shows as has the winner 
Spain. 

Farnley Bruiser, owned by A. Mackay Smith, 
topped the halfbred three- and four-year-olds. 
This son of Cleveland Farnley had fine substance 
and a good big foot, two essentials to look for 
in a hunting horse. Peach Brothers’ Pat’s Beauty 
was second and Farnley Chaser, having the same 
sire and the same owner as the first place, was 
third. 


It would be hard to find a line-up of better 
looking horses than the non-Thoroughbreds 
which entered the ring for the judging of the 
championship. Here the honors again went to the 
Peach Brothers with Grand Ma’s Boy, by Flying 
Puritan, out of Grand Ma being named the 
champion. Puritan Boy, a colt sired the same and 
out of Ann Duval, was reserve champion. This 
pair of beautifully turned colts had earlier in the 
day stood first and second in the two-year-old 
class. As an added attraction there were two new 
classes which wound up the section of the show 
turned over to Suitable to become hunters. Three 
animals were shown as the get of one sire and in 
this event the get of Grey Coat received the 
blue, being well representd by the winning half- 
bred foal and Brown Coat, from Peach Brothers’ 
stable, and Janon Fisher’s Booty. Then two ani¬ 
mals were shown as the produce of one mare in 
which the same filly foal and Puritan Boy were 
first, having that grand mare Ann Duval for 
their dam. 

The following day was devoted entirely to 
Thoroughbreds and a good job of judging was 
done by Dr. Frank Hare, of Lexington, Ken¬ 
tucky. The class for yearling fillies was won by 
Mrs. R. H. Heighe’s *Aethelstan II—In India filly, 
who stood first in her class at the Pimlico show. 
Second was R. Sterling Clark’s * Easter Day and 
third, E. K. Bryson’s Kentucky bred filly by Reigh 
Count. 

The yearling colts were headed by Big Nick, 
a Nicodemus colt owned by Buck Morsberger,

conformed Bud Lerner colt, was second over E. 
K. Bryson’s Diavolo colt. 

The next class found twenty-six broodmares, 
all fine quality of Thoroughbreds, in competition, 
and according to Dr. Hare it was a hard group 
to separate. Chester Hockley’s Miss Cyllene, a 
classy mare by The Porter out of *Miss White, 
was named the winner over Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
*Sickle mare, Soice of Life, who is the half sister 
of New World. Amelia Fisher’s handsome grey 
mare, Swing Music, followed up in third place. 
The Thoroughbred filly foals were topped by a 
daughter of Discovery and Bride Elect, another 
Vanderbilt entry, while this time Chester Hock¬ 
ley was second with his filly by *Aethelstan II 
out of the winning mare Miss Cyllene. R. Ster¬ 
ling Clark’s Bobsleigh foal was third. 

The Thoroughbred Stallion Class was last on 
the list for the Breeders’ Show and this was 
won by Alfred Vanderbilt’s Tedious, a son of 
*Teddy out of Duration. He is a beautifully made 
horse who shows his fine breeding and although 
he does not have a lengthy racing career to look 
back on his efforts as a two-year-old brought him 
$8,500. Second was another horse that is hard 
to beat on looks, Janon Fisher Jr.’s Swashbuckler, 
who was winner in this class last year. Breckin¬ 
ridge Long’s Legume and James Barnes’ Morgil 
followed in third and fourth places. 

The Draft Horses 

The Draft Horse Show held at Timonium has 
fast been growing towards being one of the 
best in the country. Ud until several years ago the 
exhibitors were onlv awarded ribbons in this 
show but since increasing interest has led to 
larger classes and finer stock the fair manage¬ 
ment now gives substantial money prizes. The 
judging got under way on September 1st with 
Dean Bedford as superintendent and Peter Tem¬ 
pleton, of Evansville, Wisconsin, selecting the 
winners. 

The Percheron division, which was first on the 
program, showed some excellent results attained 
by hard work on the part of Maryland Breeders. 
The Percheron is an exceptionally durable draft 
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horse with a long life and the ability to acclimate 
itself, perhaps these are a few of the reasons 
for their popularity throughout the state. 

Manor Farms, the estate of E. C. Wareheim of 
Monkton, Md., repeated their last year’s victory 
by again having Royal Exchange R. judged 
Grand Champion Stallion. In gaining this honor 
Royal Exchange R. defeated the imported Palai- 
seau, who brought the reserve championship to 
Myron Fuerst of Pine Plains, N. Y. This in itself 
speaks for the quality of the winning horse be¬ 
cause Palaiseau was second at the International 
Livestock Exposition at Chicago and won the 
Stallion class at Frederick in the National Con¬ 
ference. 

The Junior Champion Stallion was Beaulogue 
Mcnoc, a yearling from the Monocacy Farms in 
Frederick and Laeballegon, an entry of the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland, followed up for the re¬ 
serve. Other Percheron exhibitors to take home 
blue ribbons were: Charles Eaves, whose Guil¬ 
ford’s Nikimi won the aged stallion class, and 
Mrs. Walter Simpson from Taney town who won 
the Two-Year-Old Stallion Class with her entry. 

In the judging of the mares Myron Fuerst’s 
Victoria Degas stood at the top for the Grand 
Championship, thus retaining the Fuerst Stock 
Farm’s record of having the leading mare for 
three years in succession. Huffman Brothers’ 
Beauty VIII was the reserve champion. Monoc¬ 
acy Farms’ Cabbage, a two-year-old, nosed out 
Trixie Royal, the best filly foal, when it came to 
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Frank Smith, who handles Sagamore’s brood¬ 
mares, shows the hrst prize filly foal, a daugh¬ 
ter of Discovery and Bride Elect 
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the Junior Championship. The Manor Farms’ 
entry which took the reserve was also the winner 
in the foal class at the Ohio State Fair. The other 
honors were divided among: Edward N. Derr’s 
Sir Laet’s Roxie, the best three-year-old mare, Dr. 
Robert Snavely’s Melrose Josette in the yearling 
mare class with first going to his entries in the 
Get of Sire and Produce of Dam, and Manor 
Farms which took another blue with Postdate, a 
four-year-old mare. 

In the Belgian exhibit the mares out-numbered 
the stallions but the latter made up in quality 
what they lacked in quantity. Many of the herd, 
which took top awards last year for the Sugar 
Grove Farm, were again present to win for 
their new owner, John G. Hagan of Poughkeep¬ 
sie, N. Y. For instance, Valseur de Labliau, 
who was purchased last December when the 
Sugar Grove horses were being dispersed, was 
the Senior and Grand Champion Stallion, while 
a foal sired by this fine horse was the Reserve 
Junior Champion. 

The other honors were more divided with the 
Mountain View Farm’s Duke Farceur being the 
Reserve Champion in both Senior and Grand 
and C. H. Asmis’ Dow de Bruges out in front 
for the Junior Championship. Another winner 
in the stallion division was Wilmae Farm’s 
yearling stallion, Wilmae Farceur Successor. 

Mrs. E. S. Voss’s Etta de Vollezeele did most 
of the winning in the mare classes defeating 
John Hagan’s Linda Lou of Oliver’s Grove for 
the Junior Championship and afterwards being 
named the Grand Champion Mare. This two- 
year-old is a fine type of Belgian with her com¬ 
pactness and good bone and no doubt will be a 
mare that will further her breed. 

Cannaday Farm, which is located in Monkton, 
Md., offered neighboring competition for Mrs. 
Voss. With Gentillette and Amelia de Zuyen- 
kerke this farm received the Senior Champion¬ 
ship as well as the reserve and won the Filly Foal 
class with a daughter of Farceur’s Success. Moun¬ 
tain View Farm was also a winner when Omer- 
ine Topsy Farceur came out on top in the year¬ 
ling class. 

The Clydesdale exhibit was cut down consid¬ 
erably this year due to the absence of the Belair 
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Farm string. There horses, which are fine exam¬ 
ples of their breed, were unable to show because 
of the lack of men to handle them and this is 
only one case in many where the shortage of 
laborers has affected the farms throughout the 
country. 

The Clydes, representing Dean Bedford’s Fox 
Hill Farm which is located in Fallston, Md., 
walked off with nearly all of the prizes for their 
breed. Muirton Pride, a four-year-old stallion, 
was Senior and Grand Champion while his son 
Sensation’s Pride stepped up to be Junior and 
Reserve Grand Champion. The Bedfords re¬ 
peated these wins with the mares when Belair 
Witch, a five-year-old, stood at the top and a 
filly foal by Belair Quartermaster was only a step 
behind. 

Mr. Joseph Shirley’s Chartley Farm, in Reis- 
terstown, Md., followed up with Chartley Aber¬ 
deen, who won the yearling stallion class and 
Broadview Corinthia in the mare division. 

The Suffolk Show presented stiff competition 
from visiting breeders and for this reason was 
exceptionally good. Most of the horses exhibited 
were of the larger type. This short-legged 
stocky horse was first developed in the lowlands 
of England where they were found particularly 
useful, having a large hoof spread they could 
travel easily through the swamps and being short 
they could quickly be harnessed. However, there 
seems to be a leaning now towards the powerful 
type and this was shown by the horses which 
topped their division. Edward Johnston of Rec- 
tortown, Va., owned the Senior and Grand Cham¬ 
pion Stallion, Boxted Confider, as well as putting 
forth a winner in Holiday Duke. The latter, a 
two-year-old stallion, received the Junior Cham¬ 
pionship and was later judged the best Amer¬ 
ican-bred in the show. 

The Summer Hill Farm Plate, which is pre¬ 
sented to the winner of the most ribbons by 
Charles Reiman, went to Mrs. L. B. Wescott, of 
Clinton, N. J. In the stallion classes their Ellipse 
of Morston, contributed the Reserve Grand 
Championship to the collection while a yearling, 
Mulhocaway Beau, did his share by adding the 
reserve Junior. Later Nortonean Peeress, a fine, 
compact mare with an excellent crest led the way 
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to be judged the Senior and Grand Champion 
Mare while her daughter, Nortonean Ladyship, 
who as yet has never defeated her dam, stood 
behind for the reserve in these events. The Junior 
Champion Mare, Mulhocaway Sappho, was also 
from the Westcott farm and to add even more 
acclaim to her win this two-year-old received 
the special award for the best American-bred 
mare in the show. 

Ralph H. Matthiessen was the owner of the re¬ 
serve Junior mare, Bow-Knot, along with the 
winning Stallion Foal, Cobbler Queen’s Guard. 
Mr. Dunning also received a blue with Mulhoca¬ 
way Jess, a yearling mare recently purchased from 
L. B. Wescott. The only in-state exhibitor was 
Charles Reiman, who was a runner-up in all of 
the classes. 

The Draft Horse Show came to a close on 
Friday, Sept. 5th, with the 4-H Club Classes. 
Included among these was a class in which boys 
from the various counties are judged on their 
fitting and showing ability. Horses are loaned 
to them by the exhibitors and they show in 
teams of two boys from the same county. Joe 
Wachter and James Race from Frederick County 
displayed the most individuality and capable 
handling and therefore defeated the rest. Merle 
and Warren Howes, who represented Montgom¬ 
ery County, finished second, with Earl and How¬ 
ard Barkdoll taking the third to Washington 
County. 

The Pony Show 

On Wednesday, Sept. 10th, all of the young 
riders, who are familiar sights in local shows, 
gathered at the new out-of-door ring on the fair 
grounds to put their ponies through the paces. 
The nineteen classes were well filled with top 
hunting and show ponies from these parts. How¬ 
ever, even the handiest jumpers were found 
looking twice at the variety of fences which con¬ 
fronted them. There were picket fences, railway 
bars, and toughest of all was a series of fences 
placed close together. 

The pony that was outstanding over the jumps 
throughout the show was Charles Freeland’s 
Dolly, who as an award was named the champion 
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pony jumper. Earl Phelps rode Dolly to a bril¬ 
liant win in the Touch and Out and in the class 
for pony jumping 11.2 and under 13.2, which 
led up to the final judging. 

H. O. Firor’s Chit Chat, ridden by Hugh 
Wiley, is a hard pony to beat and was thus ac¬ 
claimed the Champion Pony Hunter. He is a fine 
type, being well balanced and conformed on the 
order of a miniature horse and jumps freely 
carrying a level head on a loose rein. On the 
way to the championship this pony collected 
three blues, one in the pony jumping, then in 
the Model Hunters, and Pony Hunter, 13.2 and 
over. The Firors found still more ribbons com¬ 
ing their way from that excellent little per¬ 
former, Prince, with Jerry Kilby in the saddle. 
Prince is a perfect pony hack, having a lot of 
style and good manners. For these reasons he 
stood at the top in the class for hacks in which 
they were also called upon to jump. Later he 
received second to his stablemate in Model Hunt¬ 
ers with thirty-five ponies to beat. 

Kitty Sadler, who is the owner and rider of 
Melody and another consistent winner, took her 
pony over the tricky fences to be first in the 
Olympic Class as well as being a runner-up in 
numerous other events. 

Limerick Lace, a handsome mare owned by 
Charles Freeland and ridden by Eileen Smith, 
was feeling a bit too gay for the show ring and 
did not display her usual good manners, how¬ 
ever, she behaved well enough to collect two 
seconds in the jumping classes. 

Of the smaller ponies, Kentucky Stables’ Na- 
polene ridden by Betty Stettinius, was the top 
ribbon winner with Linkey Smith’s Parsonette 
and Louise Murray’s Lippy Princess following 
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Jerry Kilby, and all 'round little horsewoman, 
and the Bacon Hall tandem. 
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Joseph Wachter, Keymar, and James Page, 
Adamstown, who won the 4-H Fitting and 
Showing Contest for Frederick County at 
Timonium.

Mr. and Mrs. Dean Bedford presented the 
trophy for the Fox Hill Farm Horsemanship 
class, in which the age limit was over 14 and 
under 19 years.

Fair Hill Day 

The race meet at Fair Hill, Md., which took 
piace on Saturday, September 6th, presented an 
additional feature that acted as a great draw¬ 
ing card to sportsmen and women. Preceding 
the races there was a dispersal sale of Miss De¬ 
borah Rood’s stable, consequently the crowd be¬ 
gan taking form early in the day. Miss Rood is 
one of the best known horsewomen in the coun¬ 
try, having been highly successful with her show¬ 
ing career and as the secretary of the Wilmington 
Horse Show. She was the one entirely responsi¬ 
ble for building up this stable and in doing so 
has proven her capability as a business-woman 
along with her other attributes. 

The crowds interest centered around the sale 
horses and perspective buyers were studying each 
with longing eyes. Undenyably they were the

finest lot of hunters and show horses ever to meet 
the auction block in Maryland. At about 12:30 
Miss Rood took her place on the stand in the 
paddock beside the auctioneer, George Swine- 
broad, and the sale got under way. All seventeen 
horses were presented to the bidders with a 
veterinarian’s certificate, pointing out any blem¬ 
ishes. Each had been passed on as either entirely 
sound or at least hunting sound, which offered 
great assurance to those buying. 

The horse to bring the highest price was that 
familiar 17.1 hand grey, Dublin Venture, who 
sold for $3,300 to Charles B. Sweatt of Min¬ 
neapolis. This handsome horse has been a cham¬ 
pion in many respects, topping the best in the 
show world as well as being a steady, hard-work¬ 
ing hunter. Mr. Sweatt added another prize to 
his growing stable with the purchase of Moving 
Picture. This mare, like Dublin Venture is known 
for her brilliant performances. Before the sale 
was over the hammer had come down on two 
more bids from the same source. One of $1,400 
on Andor, a five-year-old gelding who had only 
started claiming his share of awards for Miss 
Rood, and another of $1,350 which made Mr. 
Sweatt the owner of that handsome son of Dan 
IV, Dan Dart. Mr. Sweatt said that only a few 
days before did he hear about the sale and it 
was then that he and his family set out for Mary¬ 
land. His two young sons fortunately had an 
opportunity to try out the horses they were inter¬ 
ested in while they were still at Miss Rood’s 
stable in Wilmington. Mr. Sweatt’s farm is 
located in Wayzata, Minnesota. 

Mrs. A. M. Hill returned to her home in 
Charlestown, West Virginia with a pair of grey 
halfbreds which I am sure will be an asset to the 
Virginia hunting fields. One, appropriately 
named Foxchase, went for $625 while the other, 
a big six-year-old named Renault, sold at $1,025. 

Many had hoped that this sale would bring 
some of these top horses to Maryland but it hap¬ 
pened that only three of them will honor our fair 
state. Burgonet, who sold for $385, will be added 
to William Amos’ stable in Belair, and Domir 
D’or is now in the possession of C. L. Hayward 
from Elkton, Md., having brought $850. The last 
one going to a Marylander was the four-year-old 
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mare, Center Shot, which Mr. L. V. Wiggins will 
keep at his farm near Fair Hill. 

The sale of Silver Play was anxiously awaited 
by many for he is a thoroughly made lady’s 
hunter as well as a champion in the show ring. 
The bid of $2,675 made the grey gelding the 
property of W. C. Langley of Middleburg, Va. 

The other horses to sell were as follows: 

Bowanna, a brown mare standing 14.2 hands, 
which was described as a real hunting pony, was 
bought by Mrs. Henry Buhl with Gerald Webb 
acting as agent, for $400. 

Lucky Dale sold to Mr. J. B. Maher of Green¬ 
wich, Conn., for $275. 

Peterex, a son of Peter Hastings, sold to Major 
Lee White of Scranton, Pa., for $525. 

Golden Coin sold to Mr. Drew Higestand of 
Marrietta, Pa., for $525. 

Mindale, a horse to watch for in steeplechases, 
was bought by Mrs. James Clark of Mt. Kiscoe, 
N. Y, for $1,300. 

Miami Sport sold to Carlton H. Palmer of 
Fairfield, Conn., for $1,600. 
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Mrs. Plunkett Stewart, Mrs. Marion du Pont 
Scott and Billy Jones, as Mrs. Scott received 
the Foxcatcher Cup on behalf of Carroll Bas¬ 
sett, whose *Corrigan won the event. 
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Westmeath, buyer unannounced, brought 

$ 2 , 100 . 

These seventeen horses brought a total of $21,- 
960. According to Miss Rood, she does not ex¬ 
pect to build up her stable in the near future but 
does plan to keep in touch with the game. She 
now has but three horses in her stable, one young 
horse that she hopes to race and two steeplechas¬ 
ers now in training. 

The sale was completed just in time to make 
way for another crop of horses whose turn it 
was to parade around the paddock. This time 
the procession was for quite a different purpose 
as these were the five fit looking leppers, who 
were about to meet their test in the Fair Hill 
Steeplechase. 

At 2:45 the flag dropped sending the field 
off on the two mile chase. Sidney Watters Jr., 
who was riding Rokeby Stables’ Fatal Interview 
set out on top followed up by Brooks Parker’s 
Court Man with Gallager in the saddle and Al¬ 
vin Untermyer’s Kellsboro. They pounded past 
the grand stand, before 8,000 cheering fans, in 
that same order. However, it was not long before 
the even money favorite, Kellsboro, began to 
challenge Fatal Interview and from that point 
to the stretch it was a tooth and nail battle be¬ 
tween the two. On the far turn they would have 
passed for a single horse as they raced along side 
by side, lengths in front of the others. Finally 
about two jumps from home Kellsboro took over 
the hard-earned lead which he maintained across 
the finish line. Fatal Interview found new con¬ 
tention in Mrs. du Pont Weir’s Golden Onk and 
was out-galloped in the stretch. This put Golden 
Oak in second place with Fatal Interview third. 
W. W. Vaughan’s Goyal was brought home 
fourth bv Jockey McKenzie and Court Man, who 
had been the pace-setter as well as the horse to 
beat, had fallen at the third from last jump. There 
was a particularly tense moment in the race when 
Jockey Smith, who was riding the winning Kells- 
fcoro, seemed to lose his balance over the last 
fence and hang for a second suspended between 
ground and horse. Fortunately he chose the lat¬ 
ter and made a brilliant recovery to gallop past 
the judges stand victorious. 

The next event on the program was the Big 
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Elk Flat Race, an endurance contest of one mile 
and seven furlongs for three-year-olds and up¬ 
ward. As the field of five went postward there 
was a great deal of attention focused on Fairy 
Dale, the entry of the Foxcatcher Farms, who 
found the fine sportsman William du Pont Jr. 
in the saddle. It has been a number of years since 
he last piloted a horse around a race course, 
therefore, it was a truly sportsmanlike gesture 
to be made by the original sponsor of the Fox- 
catcher meet. In addition to this Fairy Dale 
turned out to be a stout contender. The brown 
gelding led the first trip over the turf course 
and was still on top as they came past the stands. 
He was followed up by J. E. Ryan’s Mor-Luc 
with Sidney Watters in the saddle, Richard K. 
Mellon’s Replica II with H. Harris up. They 
rounded the turn for the second trip around the 
course and Montpelier’s Bavarian moved up 
from fourth position to take the lead from Fairy 
Dale. The distance was beginning to tell on the 
latter as he continued to lore ground. In fact the 
entire picture changed when the real distance 
runners, which had been saving a spurt for the 
stretch run, began to stride past the fading Mor- 
luc and Fairy Dale. Mrs. du Pont Weir’s Binder, 
who had been a trailer of the field for the first 
mile, came up fast to carry Jockey J. Magee 
across the finish line to victorv with Richard 
Mellon’s Replica II and Bavarian taking second 
and third money over Fairy Dale. 

At last the highlight of the afternoon came 
about with the Foxcatcher National Cup Steeple¬ 
chase. This race, which originated in 1934, has 
gathered a great following of enthusiasts and 
rightfully for the course is considered almost as 
grueling as the English Grand National. Aside 
from being difficult, the three mile course is one 
of the most beautiful in the country with all 
nineteen fences visable from the grandstands. 
After the field of six starters b r oke from the no c t 
well. Our Sailor, a good looking chestnut from 
the stable of C. Mahlon Kline, set out to lead 
the way. It was not long before he held a num¬ 
ber of lengths over Ambrose Clark’s La Touche, 
who was likewise followed up by C. K. Bassett’s 
Corrigan ?nd Stephen C. Clark Jr.’s Fay Cottage. 
In this order they completed the first loop and 
then set out for the long gallop which takes them

into the distance to form a living sporting print 
against the green countryside. It was at this time 
that William Jones, the rider and trainer of Cor¬ 
rigan, began to figure in the picture. His mount 
put in many gallant leaps which gained him 
ground rapidly combined with good foot on the 
flat. Corrigan now rolled along lengths in front 
of Our Sailor at a terrific pace and continued 
to open up more and more of a gap between 
them. In a moment, however, when the twelfth 
fence gave him a bad landing it looked as though 
his convincing lead had been attained for 
naught, but luckily he was quick to recover. 

As the field neared home it was apparent that 
Corrigan’s lead was held by a safe margin. R. V. 
N. Gambrill’s Parma, with Smith up, and Fay 
Cottage, ridden by Brooks, made bids which 
brought them up to second and third places but 
before they could improve upon this, William 
Jones had brought Corrigan across the line a 
good three lengths on top. This was more than 
a triumph for Mr. Bassett, it was a record break¬ 
ing one, for his horse had taken five seconds off 
of the 6.05 record set by Farndale. La Touche 
and Our Sailor finished fourth and fifth. 

Fortunately there had been no spills, however, 
Mrs. L. E. Stoddard Jr.’s Milano 2nd, did fail 
to complete the course when he refused to take

the thirteenth brush. This jump is known as 
the Chinese Wall and measures the highest of 
the nineteen obstacles, being nearly 6 feet which 
is enough to stump any expert. > 

The day’s racing came to a close with the 
Lewisville Flat Race. This seven furlong dash 
was won by Brooks Parker’s Hants, while Mont¬ 
pelier’s Connacta was second over Gladys Whit¬ 
ney’s Roustabout. It had been a memorable Fox- 
catcher meet with a new record set by Corrigan 
and best of all, a beautiful day unmarred by any 
casualties.

Champlain Summer 

The Champlain country about Plattsburg is 
rugged, virile—the country of the "big shoul¬ 
ders.” It isn’t a generous tract, agriculturally. 
Farmers fight the sluggish soil and short seasons. 
Few have the land and leisure to devote to sport 
—and to the pleasure horse. 

In the heart of this region, and contradicting 
this native way of life, lies Major Louis E. Lam- 
born’s Long Point, site of Camps Red Cloud and 
Red Wing. "Doc” Lamborn has forty-five horses 
at Long Point—Maryland horses. Meddler, that 
grand old show-campaigner, is top man of the 
group. This old boy has been coming to the 
Major’s camps for a great many years, and last 
season he won the open championship at Lake 
Placid. Then there is Golden Satin, who ran and 
finished at the Manor and at Hereford this 
spring. Willis Lynch and his stable gang have 
dotted the point with post and rail fences, built 
"valley” style, and when the "Satin” schools along 
the grassy strip it is as Maryland as fried chicken. 
Only the broad Champlain, and thick clusters of 
Arbor Vitae trees are there to remind you that 
this is the north country, and not Maryland, 
where there is always another field. 

Nobody knows exactly how many campers 
assist in handling the stable chores at Red Cloud 
during the summer. Of course, there is a nucleus 
of work boys who are responsible for the efficient 
carrying-out of these duties, but there are also 
scores of younger campers who turn out to prof¬ 
fer their help. Some want to learn to take care 
of their horses at home, some want to win them¬ 


selves senior stable jobs for next year, and others 
aren’t quite sure why they hang around but have 
one heck of a good time doing it. Lots of the 
kids who spend much of their time at the stables 
are afraid to ride. It is as though they are search¬ 
ing for their confidence, growing bolder with 
each new task they do from the ground. Then 
one day, a stable boy will toss a lad on a "plug” 
to rake down to the lake, and we have another 
rider. 

The serious nature of the work is impressed 
on these youngsters. For instance, one boy, who 
had been granted the privilege of feeding his 
own pony after the grain had been measured out 
for him, was caught emptying the oats into an¬ 
other horse’s stall across the aisle. When asked 
for an explanation, he replied: "I know it be¬ 
longs to my pony, but he’s been bad, and I want 
to punish him by making him jealous.” The boy 
obviously lacked an understanding of the deduc¬ 
tive powers of the horse. He was flattering his 
pony. Such mistakes can be costly. 

Out of the one hundred and eighty-five boys 
and girls at Long Point, one hundred and fifteen 
of them ride daily—about sixty-two per cent. 
Considering the wealth of sports; sailing, tennis, 
swimming, aquaplaning (to mention but a 
few), this is a remarkable turn-out. Riding is

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held six days of the week, and each day is di¬ 
vided into five separate periods. The advanced 
riders are given an opportunity to ride in the 
early morning. This is a popular time to go out. 
It’s delightfully cool, and the moist grass is still 
sparkling with the slanting touch of the sun as 
it climbs the Green Mountains on the Vermont 
shore. There are four other periods in the course 
of the day, two for the boys and two for the girls. 

Each rider is rated according to his ability, and 
grouped "A,” "B,” "C,” or "beginner.” Anvone 
may advance his rating at any time by satisfying 
the necessary requisites. A very high standard is 
set for entrance into the "A” group. Practically 
every one of these children has showed, and the 
work is quite advanced. Six of the "A” riders are 
already studying instruction under "Doc" Lam- 
born. They go into the intracacies of horseman¬ 
ship and conduct classes of their own. 

A great deal of cross-country riding is done, 
but all four groups spend considerable time on 
the ring where their shortcomings can be best 
seen and corrected. These ring sessions are inter¬ 
spersed with time-outs for questions and discus¬ 
sions. The questions aren’t always purple pas¬ 
sages. Consider the little girl, who, having been 
told to hold her reins shorter, wondered why 
they weren’t made that way. 

Entrance into the rider’s "social,” the "Prince 
of Wales Club,” is determined solely by the 
horses, the only requirement being a bona fide 
spill. They can toss any rider they want into the 
organization, but seem to have no system what¬ 
soever for their numerous reinstatements. Mem¬ 
berships prosper in both camps, and the rolls 
thrive on dignitaries, including His Equerry ship, 
the editor of this magazine. 

Rainy days are no problem at Long Point. In¬ 
door lectures are delivered; the children under¬ 
taking studies in conformation, tack, and stable 
management. The "Battle of the Barns” is a 
popular and pleasant method of indoor instruc¬ 
tion. Sides are chosen by the campers in good 
old sandlot fashion, and the teams stage quiz 
competition on horsey subject matter in contests 
not unlike those which are the craze of the radio 
today. Be it acknowledged that some fine defini¬ 
tions have been evolved from these discussions. 


For example, there is the "five-gaited" horse, 
which was described very confidently as one that 
walked, trotted, cantered, ran, and galloped. 

Polo games are held on Sunday evenings. The 
field is somewhat smaller than regulation, so the 
more inert indoor ball is used to offset this dif¬ 
ference in playing area. A summer-long series of 
six games is held between two teams known as 
"The Squires” and "The Gents.” These games are 
played as closely as possible in the tradition of 
big-time polo. The officiating is done by a 
mounted referee, with signal boys behind the 
end lines to determine goals and knock-ins. 
Ponies are bandaged or booted front and behind, 
and between chuckers are sponged and scraped 
by youngsters who work with the fervor of a 
fighter’s second. Simplicity is sacrificed for safety 
in the rules of polo, and for this reason few peo¬ 
ple ever get beyond the two goal posts as keys 
to the tide of the game. At Long Point much 
emphasis is placed on instructing the audience, 
even to the point of demonstrating the various 
fouls along with their resultant penalties. You 
don’t get your full measure of polo if you thrill 
only to the surprise of a quick change of direc¬ 
tion, or to a score by the home team. It is the 
"close ones,” and the "almosts” that the player 
remembers. 

The end of camp marks the end of riding for 
a lot of the children. Many don’t come any 
closer to a horse than the movies during their 
city winters.

trainers would appoint a committee to meet with 
a committee of his organization to discuss the 
manner in which racing might be improved and 
also the improvement of working conditions for 
men now in racing. 

Tony Pelleteri stated that the new manage¬ 
ment for New Orleans racing, in which he will 
take an active part, had given a number of posi¬ 
tions to horsemen. 

Thomas J. Healey is to be a steward there as 
well as Norris Royden, one of the most popular 
among the racing scribes. 

When our orators seemed about exhausted, 
someone introduced a motion to adjourn and the 
meeting came to a very happy close. There were 
expressions on all sides that it had been the 
greatest success of any of our Saratoga dinners. 


Max Hirsch brought up a very important sub¬ 
ject upon which he has talked a great many times 
before. It is the need of more apprentices. He is 
right when he says that something should be 
done immediately to encourage the making of 
more apprentices. This is not altogether in view 
of the lack of apprentice riders on the track 
today, but of the shortage of light-weight exer¬ 
cise boys in our training stables. The American 
Trainers Association has brought this subject be¬ 
fore the National Association of State Racing 
Commissions at almost every one of their meet¬ 
ings. All trainers are agreed that there should 
be a plan devised whereby the holder of an 
apprentice contract would receive greater bene¬ 
fits than he does under the present rules. This 
would encourage trainers to take more appren¬ 
tice boys into their stables, thereby filling the 
expressed need for light-weight jockeys. 

Thomas J. Healey was congratulated on his 
appointment as steward at Laurel. It was pointed 
out by one of the trainers that there were numer¬ 
ous jobs in racing which could be thrown to the 
men who had spent their lives in racing, rather 
than to outsiders. 

Frank Ortell made a very nice talk and said 
that he, too, agreed that the many new positions, 
due to the expansion of racing, should be given 
to those who had devoted so much time to the 
sport; this to include the men of the press, whom 
he represented. He expressed the hope that the

Havre De Grace Racing 

The annual fall meeting at the sandy racing 
strip along the Susquehanna river closed on Sep¬ 
tember 27 amid hearty cheers but, unfortunately, 
with an occasional jeer thrown in. Summed up, 
the meeting had its good points and plenty of 
them. Racing officials might do well, however, to 
take note of the jeers also. 

Financially, Havre de Grace pulled in the bet¬ 
tors’ cash in such a way as to break all records 
over the past two decades. Total money wagered 
during 1941, including spring and fall meet¬ 
ings, was the prodigious sum of $10,103,916. 
This is over three million dollars ahead of 1940’s 
total of $6,902,219- Furthermore, the big in¬ 
crease during 1941 was largely due to this Sep¬ 
tember’s session, as the spring’s increase ran 
about $500,000 compared to the autumn’s in¬ 
crease of almost $900,000 over 1940. 

From a spectator’s viewpoint, also, the meet¬ 
ing had much to offer, from a bang-up opening 
day event, the Eastern Shore Handicap, when for 
the first time in its history of 29 runnings this 
6-furlong race produced a dead heat between 
Alsab and Colchis. Jockey R. L. Vedder and 126 
pounds aboard Mrs. Albert Sabath’s entry, after 
a sluggish start, battled it out earnestly with 
Maurice Peters’ mount at 117 pounds and came 
home head and head to claim his sixth successive 
victory. Time, 1.12 and 3. Net result: the major 
part of $10,000 to Mrs. Sabath and R. Sterling 
Clark. 

Nor was this the only spectacular happening. 
In the Mount Pleasant Purse on September 19, 
there was a three-horse photo finish between 
Night Glow, Blue Twink and Boreale—which 
should have been a valuable hunch play to any¬ 
one who had witnessed the Aurora Borealis’ dis¬ 
play on the previous evening! 

Whether the northern lights affect racing luck 
is debatable, but on Thursday the 18th Frank 
A. Bonsai, Jr., saddled up no less than three win¬ 
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ners in three starters for three pleased owners. 
Mill End won for H. L. Straus, Sweeping Lee for 
Mrs. Chester A. Lyon, and Road Scraper for 
J. W. Y. Martin. 

Saturday, September 20 brought the Potomac 
Handicap, and with it the defeat of Louis Tu- 
fano’s splendid colt Market Wise by Mrs. H. T. 
Archibald’s Boston Man. A week later, on clos¬ 
ing day, W. L. Brann’s Pictor led the field home 
in the $15,000 added Havre de Grace Handicap, 
besting Big Pebble, the favorite, who ran third, 
Dit, Arnold Hanger’s second placing youngster, 
and three other starters. Pictor went the mile and 
a furlong in 1.51 and 1. 

Jockeys Red Howell and Paul Keiper waged 
a garrison finish for the $500 gold watch offered 
the leading jockey of the meet, and finally split 
it, with fifteen victories each. Remerscheid, Mc¬ 
Combs, and the veteran Shelhamer trailed with 
9, 9, and 8 winners. Lester Bed well went to the 
top of the trainers’ list, having saddled 7 win¬ 
ners, one more than Frank Christmas. 

As to the owners, Mr. Brann, by virtue of 
Pictor, led in moneys pocketed, with $13,150 
for the one race. Guy Bedwell, however, though 
he only won $6,000, owned a plater for each of 
the six thousand-dollar events.

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Laurel Notes 

There just aren’t enough stalls on the grounds 
for even half of the horses for which stabling 
application has been made. That is the problem 
faced by George H. Martin, track superinten¬ 
dent and John P. Turner, Sr., racing secretary, as 
they prepare for Laurel’s 25-day meeting which 
begins on Wednesday, October 1. Laurel has 
room for 1,200 horses. Application for 2,600 
horses has been received with three weeks re¬ 
maining before the meeting opens. So it is plain 
that all cannot be handled on the grounds. 

However, Laurel is fortunate in that the Bowie 
race track is close by and part of the overflow 
can be accommodated there. Also some stables 
which race regularly in Maryland, will stable at 
other points and van to the track on days when 
horses have engagements. Turner and Martin 
are checking lists very thoroughly because the 
Racing Commission has requested urgently that 
more opportunities be presented for "middle 
class” performers, thus eliminating many races 
which in years past were devoted to the cheaper 
platers. 

In meeting the Commission’s request, Laurel 
officials have been forced to select for preference 
in stall space, those outfits which have a major¬ 
ity of horses of the type which the governing 
body wants to see in action. This means that 
some of the stables which have just completed 
50 days of racing on the minor circuit in the 
State, will find themselves quartered away from 
Laurel. It doesn’t mean that there won’t be occa¬ 
sional races for their kind of horses and when 
these races come up, they’ll van to the track from 
whatever point they choose for stabling. 

Saddling under the trees instead of in the 
paddock will be a new feature at Laurel. Under 
the direction cf President Goss L. Stryker, a 
large area around the secretary’s office, formerly 
closed off to horsemen and public, has been 
cleared away for just such a purpose. With ideal 
weather prevailing during most of the month 
of October, when Laurel offers its 25 days of 
sport, the outdoor saddling idea undoubtedly 
will meet with wide approval from owners and 
gainers. 

At Belmont Park, Saratoga and Delaware 
Park, saddling under trees has long been in vogue 
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and Laurel’s action in providing such a place 
for trainers is another step toward giving this 
Washington Boulevard plant the best in accom¬ 
modations and facilities for racing. The area 
opened up is only a few steps farther from the 
grandstand than the paddock, so that no hard¬ 
ship will be worked on anyone desiring to see 
the horses before each race. 

Monocacy Sales 

For sometime Monocacy Farms has teen feel¬ 
ing and saying that the demand for horses would 
soon improve. September 20 and 21 brought 
some indications that these beliefs are correct. 

Albert Stabler, Jr. of Spencerville, Maryland, 
stopped by the farm and selected a fine year¬ 
ling stallion, Nikjalap Monoc. Sired by Nikimi’s 
Footprint and out of Ruby 224722 by the fa¬ 
mous Jalap 172613, Nikjalap Monoc is one of the 
finest young prospects produced by Monocacy 
Farms. 

The next day, Stine Brothers of Knoxville, 
Maryland, stopped by and purchased, Karbeau 
Monoc II, a yearling son of Bottineau out of 
the imported mare, Karre. Karre is by a grand¬ 
son of the great French sire, Quaduc and has 
Etudiant blood on her dam’s side. 

Karbeau’s full brother, one year cider, was 
first prize and Reserve Junior Champion Stal¬ 
lion at the Great Frederick Fair in 1940, which 
was the sixth largest Percheron show in the 
United States that year. 

Monocacy Farms also has a transaction pend¬ 
ing on a two-year-old stallion. This activity at 
this unusual time of year and following quite 
a few months of inactivity in the stallion mar¬ 
ket, should be most encouraging to horse users 
and breeders. 

New Owner 

A recent recruit to the ranks of Thorough¬ 
bred owners in Maryland is Richard H. Sling- 
luff, of Mitchellsville, Prince George’s County, 
who has owned a number of pure bred Perche- 
rons for some time past. Mr. Slingluff has now 
added Flying Guard, by Noel’s First out of Ani¬ 
line to his string by purchase from Wm. P. 
Phelps, who has the good stallion Bay Beauty, 
owned by the U. S. Remount, at his Partnership 
Farm near Marlboro. 
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The Hunt Meets 

The Whitemarch Valley Hunt Club Race 
Meeting drew only a small crowd in spite of 
beautiful fall weather and good racing. The first 
race was The Caldwell Vase, one mile on the 
flat for three-year-olds and upward; due to the 
large number of entries this race was divided 
into two sections of eight horses each. The first 
section was a rather dull affair with Mrs. Helen 
Stetson’s Castle Koch, H. W. Clements up, lead¬ 
ing all the way and winning by several lengths. 
Mrs. W. C. Hunneman’s Jim Wallace, Balzaretti 
up, was second and Mrs. Jane Bassetts Matsonia 
ridden by Mr. E. Bennett was third. The second 
section was a faster race, speedier by four and a 
half seconds, and more of a contest. Mrs. David 
Williams’ Holbein, L. Geiger up, showed plenty 
of foot and led all the way. A sixteenth of a 
mile from home he was caught bv Jim Ryan’s 
Mor Luc and the two horses raced down the 
stretch neck and neck, Holbein finally gaining an 
advantage of half a length which was his win¬ 
ning margin. Morris Dixon’s Two Four Time, a 
good looking young Grand Time colt, was a 
close third. 

The second race, the Whitemarsh Cup 
Steeplechase, about three miles over timber, was 
an exciting race marred by two spills. Five 
horses all ridden by ameteur riders went to the 
post, Abbeylara, Mr. R. P. Hamilton up; Quo 
Warranto, Mr. J. F. Colwill up; Miltiades, Mr. 
E. Bennett up; The Dook II, Mr. S. Watters up; 
and Port Law, Mr. T. T. Mott, Jr., up. The first 
time around the infield Port Law set a terrific 
pace and led by several lengths while the other 
riders laid off the pace and stayed well bunched. 
The pounding on the hard ground soon told its 
tale and just before the field crossed the track to 
return to the infield for the final round Mr. Mott 
was obliged to pull up with Port Law very lame. 
Then with Miltiades in the lead, Mr. Colwill 
made his move and passing the rest of the field 
Quo Warranto and Miltiades raced evenly over 
one fence and to the next to the last fence. 
Here Quo Warranto was outjumped by Mil¬ 
tiades and after hitting hard, pecked badly on 
landing and unseated his rider. Miltiades raced 
on and with Dook II pressing hard he hit 
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the last fence, taking out two rails and throwing 
Mr. Bennett. With only two horses left in the 
race The Dook galloped on to an easy win 
with Abbeylara trailing. Meanwhile Mr. Colwill 
recovered from his fall, remounted Quo War¬ 
ranto and jumped the last fence to finish third. 

The big race of the day, The Pennsylvania 
Hunt Cup was won easily by Henchman, well 
ridden by Mr. Jackie Bosley III, the big surprise 
being Comedienne’s poor showing. Five horses 
went to the post in this race but after the first 
fence there was no doubt as to the outcome. 
Henchman quickly put ten lengths between 
himself and the rest of the field and the gap 
was never closed, in fact, he finished twenty 
lengths ahead of Coq Noir, Mr. R. P. Hamilton 
up, and another ten lengths ahead of Come¬ 
dienne, ridden by Mr. T. B. Brown. 

Under brilliant skies and with the ground 
hard as concrete, seven horses went to the post 
for the Meadow Brook Cup, which was won 
handily by the favorite, Mr. W. J. Clothier’s 
Henchman in fine form and again ably ridden 
by Mr. Jackie Bosley. The other starters were 
Mr. E. M. Cheston’s Coq Noir, ridden by Mr. 
R. P. Hamilton; Mrs. Frank Gould’s Black 
Sweep with Mr. Sid Hirst up; Mrs. Frank 
Gould’s Hold Forth, Mr. Morris Dixon, Jr., up; 
Mr. John Strawbridge’s Bungtown, Mr. George 
Strawbridge up; Mrs. E. DuPont Weir’s The 
Dook II, Mr. Sidney Watters, Jr., up, and Mr. 
C. E. Tuttle’s Quo Warranto, with Mr. J. F. 
Colwill up. 

Mr. R. B. Young sent the field away to a 
good start, Henchman immediately taking the 
lead and setting a fast pace, closely followed by 
The Dook and Bungtown, who led the rest of 
the field in this order the first time around. 
As they started the second turn of the field, 
Bungtown ran out and two fences later The 
Dook began to tire and was passed by Black 
Sweep. After jumping the nineteenth fence Quo 
Warranto made his move and passed The 
Dook and Black Sweep to take second place, 
ten lengths behind Henchman and five lengths 
ahead of Black Sweep, who was third.

Mr. Keene, known to thousands as ’Foxy,’’ 
died at the summer home of his sister, Mrs. Ed¬ 
ward I. Frost, at Ayers Cliff, Quebec. His Mary¬ 
land estate, known variously as Briarfields, Fox¬ 
hall Farms and Loafers’ Lodge, was sold in 1920 
to the late Van Duzer Burton, and is now owned 
by Dr. Edwin N. Broyles. 

The Challenge Cup hunt race was run but 
once on his estate on a course so exacting that 
few starters finished. 

Mr. Keene was born in San Francisco, the 
son of James R. Keene, "the Gray Fox of Wall 
Street,” often called the greatest manipulator of 
stocks in the history of the Street. His mother 
was Sara Jay Daingerfield. His family moved to 
the East in 1876 when Foxhall Keene was a 
child. He went to Harvard, and was a noted 
athlete, quarterback on the football varsity, base¬ 
ball player, golfer, tennis player and squash star. 
There he began a long polo career, and before 
he attained his majority played on the first 
American international polo team in 1886. 

For fourteen years his polo handicap, ten 
goals, was the highest in the game. For twenty- 
five years he had a nine-goal handicap. 

Foxhall Keene and his father owned one of 
the greatest racing stables in American history. 
The horses trained for them by the late James 
Rowe included Cap and Bells, winner of the 
1901 Oaks at Epsom, Foxhall, Sysonby, Domino 
and Colin. 

With the late John Rush Streett, Mr. Keene 
was one of the organizers of the Harford Hunt. 
His purchase in 1918 of a Maryland estate from 
Mr. Streett’s mother, Mrs. Charles H. Streett, is 
regarded by many as the beginning of the great 
out-of-State interest in Maryland hunting and 
hunt racing. A fall in such a race put an end to 
Mr. Keene’s active polo career when he was 
more than 50 years old. 
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Maryland Hunter Trials 

The first of what it is hoped will become an 
annual feature of the Maryland fall sports calen¬ 
dar, the Maryland Hunter Trials, will be staged 
on the estate of S. Bryce Wing, Esq., near the 
Elkridge-Harford Hounds, on Sunday, October 
19, commencing promptly at 10.00 A.M. 

Dean Bedford is in charge of the arrange¬ 
ments, working with a committee of Mrs. Gra¬ 
ham Boyce, Hugo R. Hoffmann, able and tire¬ 
less Secretary of the Association of Maryland 
Horse Shows, which is sponsoring the event, 
Henry Dentry and Humphrey S. Finney. 

A very sporting course of two miles has been 
laid out for the affair, almost all of the course 
being in view of the snectarr*. A sWch of th~ 
course is shown in this issue of The Maryland 
Horse. There will be five classes, for Light¬ 
weights; Middle- and Heavy-weights; Ladies; 
Pairs and Champion. In the latter class the win¬ 
ners of first and second prizes in the four pre¬ 
ceding classes will compete. All information 
about reserved parking space, tickets, etc., can 
be obtained from Hugo Hoffman, Court Square 
Bldg., Baltimore. Judges of the affair will include 
Joseph F. Flanagan, of Monkton, and Wm. Bell 
Watkins, of Berryville, Va.

Kent County Hunter Trials 

Outstanding of the nine hunt teams compet¬ 
ing in the feature event of the Kent County 
Hunter Trials at "The Reward” farm of Edward 
A. Hurd, on Thursday, September 11, was the 
Quaker Neck Hunt Team. This trio of chest¬ 
nuts, Highball, owned and ridden by Edward A. 
Hurd; Middleton, owned by Mrs. L. R. Black- 
hurst, Jr., and ridden by Miss Marian Grieb, and 
Miami’s Queen, owned by Charles P. Stokes, 
and ridden by Warner Brockson, turned in a 
beautiful performance over the stiff eleven jump 
course of nine-tenths of a mile. 

The Hunter Trials were the seventeenth an¬ 
nual event of the Kent County Horse Associa¬ 
tion, and drew horses from as far as Salisbury, 
which sent entries from the stables of Mrs. 
George C. Bounds, Messrs. Vaughn and William 
Richardson and H. Lay Phillips. These repre¬ 
sented the Wicomico Hunt and the Willow- 
brook Hunt. 

The judges were Major General Guy V. 
Henry, retired, former Chief of Cavalry of the 
United States Army; Janon Fisher, Jr., Esq., 
former Master of the Green Spring Valley 
Hounds, President of the Maryland Horsebreed- 
ers’ Association and prominent trainer of race 
horses; John P. Bowditch, former Master of 
Millwood Hunt and Secretary of the Delaware 
Turf Club; and Edward H. Carle, former Master 
of Smithtown Foxhounds. Twenty-five dollar 
defense bonds were given as first prizes. Tack 
for second and third. 

The first event for hunting ponies ridden by 
children of fifteen years and under, was won by 
Miss Marian Morris on her Lady Grey. King 
Cole, owned and ridden by Miss Carter Middle- 
ton of Centreville, was second, and Gadget 
owned by Miss Peggy Austin, ridden by Larry 
Austin, took third. 

After the pony class the course was changed 
to nine-tenths of a mile over eleven jumps, in¬ 
cluding two post and rails, a hitchcock, an in- 
and-out, post and rail with ditch, a pyramid of 
three telephone poles and a gate. Green hunters 
were first over the course. First place was taken 
by the brilliant four-year-old chestnut gelding 
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Star News, owned by Miss Helen Phillips of 
Salisbury and ridden by Charles Cann. Second in 
this class went to Miss Pete, owned and ridden 
by Miss Betty Fox of Centreville. 

The Open and Qualified Hunters brought out 
a field of 25 starters. It was the most closely con¬ 
tested event of the afternoon, as well it should 
be with horses fresh from the hunting field. 
Seven horses made a perfect performance. The 
judges finally chose Seagull, a grand going grey 
from the stable of Aubrey D. Hutcheson of Cen¬ 
treville, owner up, for the blue. Red went to 
Middleton property of Mrs. L. R. Blackhurst, 
Jr., ridden by Miss Marian Grieb, and the Yellow 
to King James owned and ridden by Vaughn 
Richardson of Salisbury. 

The Children’s Hunter Class, to be ridden by 
children 16 years and under, was won by Kil- 
larney, one of C. C. Mickle’s hunters, ridden by 
Miss Patricia Mickle. She was hard pressed to 
beat King Cole owned and ridden by Miss Car¬ 
ter Middleton. King Cole is a small pony and 
negotiated the difficult course for horses in a 
very creditable manner. Henry Jones’ Coon 
Tail ridden by Jackie Miller, won third. 

The final event was for hunt teams of three 
horses. One of the only two mishaps of the day 
occurred in this class when Miss Dorothy Anne 
Wheelton, riding King James in the lead of 
the Wicomico Hunt Club trio, was thrown very 
hard at the first jump. The Quaker Neck team 
was by far the best in the ringside opinion of 
the large crowd of spectators as well as that of 
the judges. Miss Marian Grieb and the Misses 
Joan and Barbara Kellogg-Smith accounted for 
second as the Comegy’s Bight team, mounted on 
Miss Penn, Christopher and Antonia. Wilbur 
Ross Hubbard took third with his Kent County 
Hunt team of Leading Lady, Royal Prince and 
Hope R. 

Harford Hill Hunter Trials 

Thursday, September 11, a number of young 
riders, their parents and friends gathered at S. 
Bryce Wing’s estate, for The Harford Hill 
Hunter Trials; held for the benefit of The 
American Woman’s Voluntary Services. Mr. 
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and Mrs. William Brainard from Greenwich, 
Conn, came to judge and made a splendid job 
of it. There were three classes and plenty of en¬ 
tries, all under 19 years of age. The course was 
the same for all three classes, a mile over natural 
hunting country, fences not over 3.6. The only 
mishaps came at the exact same spot, a stream 
near the end of the course, both Arle Perry and 
Betty Sayer had a cooling off in the water. Peter 
Winants did his share of riding, riding three 
mounts, a piebald, Aiken; a chestnut, Tim; a 
grey, Gay White Way, the latter placing third to 
Daniel Brewster, Jr. on Kilmallock, and Edward 
Broyles on Josephine in the Open Hunter class.

Cecilton where we tarried for a pleasant visit 
and supper. 

August 22. Out at Pimlico again today, 
preparing the show catalogue, in cooperation 
with our Assistant Superintendent of the Breed¬ 
ers' Show, Johnny Merryman. 

August 23. Was at the Long Green Car¬ 
nival today, assisting Louis Leith in the hunter 
judging. This was a reasonably light task as there 
were not too many entries to make it arduous. 
Went over to the Merryland Farm of the Sheas, 
which has an ever increasing horse population 
utilizing its track and stabling, after the show. 

August 24. Drove over to Curtis-Wright 
Airport to meet a gentleman and his trainer who 
were interested in looking over Leslie E. Keiffer’s 
Inverness Farm at Monkton. Drove up there and 
back across to Pimlico to see some horses lately 
arrived from Saratoga. Thence to the airport and 
out for a visit at Lutherville with Dave Woods. 

August 26. Was at Pimlico this morning, 
driving from that point to Bel Air for a look at 
the horse show. It was hot but things were hum¬ 
ming on all sides. The draft horse classes were 
not overfilled, but there was plenty of class evi¬ 
dent, both in Percherons and Belgians. The pony 
show drew huge entries, all of the locals being 
in evidence and many good ones from Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Virginia and elsewhere. 

August 27. After clearing the office rou¬ 
tine I went over to Bel Air to see the breeding 
classes judged by Chris Greer, Jr. The Bryson 
entries, which were numerous, scored heavily in 
the yearling classes, though Sara Bosley s Moppet 
and her foal topped the lists in the mare and foal 
divisions. The Bryson Stable has some fine pros¬ 
pects in the yearlings bought at the Saratoga 
Sales this summer. The loss of its long-time 
Secretary, Gladden Davis, placed something of 
a pall over the Fair, but, as he would have wished, 
it carried on as usual. 

August 28. Drove up to Frederick this 
morning, stopping in at Glade Valley to see 
Frank Grosche and ^Challenger II. Then on 
across the Point of Rocks bridge, by way of 
Middleburg, to The Plains, to attend an interest¬ 
ing function, and to later visit with Abram 
Hewitt and Alex Mackay Smith. Then on back 
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to Middleburg and Upperville to spend the night 
at the Blue Ridge Stud where we had some horses 
of all sorts to see in the morning. 

August 29. After looking over the Harri¬ 
son and Clark mares and foals, and seeing a 
few yearlings we headed for home, tarrying a 
few minutes to chat with Gerry Webb at the 
Chronicle office at Middleburg. 

August 30. Was at Timonium for a brief 
check-up on the pre-Fair activities of the horse 
department this afternoon, departing thence to 
Annapolis for the night. 

August 31. Drove up from Annapolis this 
morning to Timonium, where horses and cattle 
are pouring in for the Fair from all parts. There 
will be as good an exhibit of drafters, as far as 
quality goes, as usual this year, though entries 
are not as numerous as was the case last year. 
From Timonium I went up to Leslie Keiffer’s 
to meet President Janon Fisher and Adolphe 
Pons, who, with Mr. Keiffer are organizing the 
sale of the Inverness horses, which will be held 
following the Havre de Grace meeting, the day 
before Laurel opens. 

September I . Labor Day. It seemed as 
though all of Maryland was at Timonium today, 
and it was hot, as Labor Day usually is. Spent 
the day with the Percheron classes in the Judging 
Pavilion, where we at least got some breeze. Here 
E. C. Wareheim and Myron Fuerst got the Cham¬ 
pionships. It must have been a scorcher under the 
stands, but the boys were "setting it in in chunks” 
for the best day the old fair has yet seen. 

September 2. Was out at the fair for the 
Belgian classes this morning and early afternoon. 
Drove over to Laurel this evening to visit Breck- 
enridge Long and to see the horses at his Mont¬ 
pelier Manor. There are some very promising 
youngsters there, as well as the good mare Nasca, 
now retired to the stud and to be covered for 
the first time next year. 

September 3. It was Clydesdale day at 
the fair, though the entries were very light of the 
old Scotch breed. Tonight we had the light¬ 
weight division of the Pulling Contest. This was 
held on the track in front of the stands before 
a lively and interested crowd. 

September 4. The Suffolk contingent was 
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on hand in force for the showing at the fair 
today of the "all chestnuts”, in which breed we 
saw the Chicago International Grand Champion 
of last year repeat the performance, he being 
Edward R. Johnsons Boxted Confider. The Suf¬ 
folk team from Mulhocaway Farm has been quite 
an attraction as it has been driven about the 
fairgrounds. Tonight we had the heavy teams 
pulling, though, due to the evening’s rains, we 
had to hold this one under the roof of the Judg¬ 
ing Pavilion. The crowd was very good and 
seemed to like being so close to the teams. 

September 5. The last day of horse ac¬ 
tivities in the draft department was today, when 
the Four-H teams from the counties and the 
individual Four-H owned horses were shown. 
Got a chance to visit the racing end of the plant 
for a while this evening. 

September 6. Had hoped to be at Fair 
Hill today but had to go west to Hagerstown, 
there to work with Lodge Bowles, judging the 
Hunters and the Jumpers, which classes were 
topped heavily by the Whitney entries from 
Llangollen. The show lasted until late as the e 
was a night session. The Hagerstown Elks staged 
the two-day affair. 

September 7. Was unable to stay at 
Hagerstown for the afternoon session of the show 
today due to preparations for tomorrow s Breed¬ 
ers’ Show, so left for home, via Waynesboro, 
where I had a date to meet Ed Nicodemus for a 
quick look at his Thoroughbreds and Perche- 
rons. The latter fared well at the recent Colum¬ 
bus show. There are some youngsters at "Nick’s” 
place that look like giving a good account of 
themselves when they get to the tracks. The sister 
of Seabiscuit, Beaten Biscuit, has a nice *Quatre 
Bras II foal at foot. There are a couple of year¬ 
lings in work also. Stopped in to see Janon 
Fisher on the way home, seeing at his place some 
running yearlings. 

September 8. This morning was spent, 
as well as part of the afternoon was spent busily 
at Timonium, where Gus Riggs was judging the 
half-breds and suitable classes at the Breeders 
Show, which was a real success. The entry lists 
were larger than last year’s and the general qual¬ 
ity of the animals shown was higher through¬ 
out. The group classes were very well contested, 
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and were a welcome innovation. 

September 9. At the Breeders’ Show 
again today, with the Thoroughbreds up for con¬ 
sideration and with Dr. Frank Hare, of Lexing¬ 
ton, Kentucky, acting as judge in capable fash¬ 
ion. The classes today were hurt by several late 
scratches, but the mare class and those for foals 
were very good. 

September 10. Drove out to the fair early 
this morning to settle a few matters of business 
with Dick Hagner, but did not stay for the pony 
show, as there was too much piled up in the 
office to be attended to. 

September 11. From home to Timonium, 
thence to Charlie Williams’ Stadacona, to Saga¬ 
more for a quick look at the yearlings in work, 
then to Janon Fisher’s, to work out sales plans 
was the morning’s itinerary. The first stop this 
afternoon was Bryce Wing’s, up near the Har¬ 
ford Hunt, where the young entry of the neigh¬ 
borhood were very efficiently putting on the first 
Hunter Trials held in Maryland in some years. 
It was a good show throughout, with some ex¬ 
cellent performances by horses and young riders 
both. 

September 12. Had a busy day at the 
desk today. Got off for Greensburg, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, late tonight, for a show there tomorrow. 

September 13. Was whisked away from 
the train early this morning, right into the ring 
where George Brooke III and Tom Baker were 
ready to start on the breeding classes at the West¬ 
moreland Hunt’s show. We had a pleasant day s 
judging before leaving for Pittsburg with the 
Anglo-Cleveland breeder, E. C. Bothwell, there 
to get the night train for home. 

September 14. Dr. W. W. Dimmock 
was here this morning and together we went 
out to look at some mares, foals and yearlings at 
Danny Shea’s Maryland, at Winnaford and at 
Timonium. 

September 15. Having missed the open¬ 
ing at Havre de Grace I went up this morning to 
see some of the horsemen about sales matters 
and to enjoy a day’s racing. Saw Alsab, who dead- 
heated with Maryland-bred Colchis in Saturday’s 
Eastern Shore. This is a good looking sort, remi¬ 
niscent of his sire, Good Goods. 



Maryland-Bred Winners 

Last month’s score of Maryland-bred winners 
stood at 98 races won by 79 individual horses, 
which in turn were the get of 43 stallions. Al¬ 
fred Gwynne Vanderbilt sent out sixteen win¬ 
ners of 19 races from his Worthington Valley 
estate, Sagamore, leading the Labrots of Holly 
Beach arm, Annapolis, whose tally was eleven 
winners of thirteen races. 

The ex-Labrot sire, Happy Time, was at the 
top of the sire list with seven winners of an
